Retailers Wire President They Stand 100 Per 


Cent Behind Recovery Program—Stores 
Open at 9, Close at 3:40 Beginning Next 
Week—Firms to Increase Forces. 


Lincoln retailers v o t e rf 


unanimously Tuesday morn- 
ing at a meeting held at the 
chamber of commerce to have 
a telegram sent to President 
Roosevelt informing him that 
the group stands 100 per cent 
behind him in his business re- 
covery program. It was also 
voted to place the govern- 
ment's blanket code for re- 
tailers, covering hours of 
work and rates of pay into ef- 
fect next Monday, July 31. E. 
U. Guenzel, chairman of the 
retail division of the chamber, 
presided at the meeting, which 
was attended by representa- 
tives of practically all dry 
goods, clothing, furniture and 
other establishments in the 
city. 


At the suggestion of Chairman 


Guenzel the motion pledging the re- 
tailers to the president's plan was 
offered and adopted as the first 
business of the meeting, after he 
had made a brief explanation of the 
provisions of the code, which is to 
bind all those subscribing to it un- 
til such time as one covering the 
particular business in which the sub- 
scriber Js engaged js~subautted and 
accepted by the federal government. 
It was also unanimously agreed 
that Lincoln retail establishments 
shall open at 9 o'clock in the morn- 
ing and close at 5:40 p. m. These 
hours will go into effect next Mon- 
day morning. 
Means Additional Work. 
It was figured that the new sys- 
tem will afford employment to 20 
per cent more people than are now 
employed, as with maximum work- 
ing time of 40 hours per week, and 
the stores open 52 hours, one addi- 
tional employe for each five now 
employed would be required. 
In speaking on the motion to get 
behind the president and adopt the 
blanket code, R. E. Campbell called 
attention to the fact that it must be 
accepted by all lines of business 
whose individual codes have not been 
accepted by the government, and 
stated that the one prepared by the 
dry goods association had been re- 
jected.

Several protests against franchise 


valuations tentatively fixed by the 
state board of equalization last 
week were presented to that body 
Tuesday by spokesmen for some of 
the utility companeis affected. The 
hearing which began at 10 a. m. 
was continued during the after- 
noon, after taking time out for 
luncheon. 


Ben Conlee of Lincoln, appearing 
for the Northern Gas <te Pipe Line 
Co., objected to the 150.000 fran- 
chise valuation placed upon it. The 
company, he said, does not occupy 
or use public highways but has its 
own right of way across private 
lands, purchased from the owners. 
Its operations in Nebraska thus far 
have been conducted at a loss, 
Conlee stated. He gave last year's 
deficit as $350.000 in all the states 
the company does business and 
about $13/100 in Nebraska. 
"If we were making any money 


we might not object to a franchise 
assessment, although I doubt if the 
company Is legally and equitably 
liable to such a tax." he told the 
board. ~I know of no baste for it 
except tbe precedent set three or 
four years ago by a former state

This is hi ad- 
dition to the licensing tax provided 
In the statute of $10 a year for "on 
sale'' and $25 a year for "off sale- 
licenses. The county occupation tax 
is to be paid only once annually, re- 
gardless of whether the beer seller

tices were approved. 
The first, the daily fluctuation 


limit at 5 cents, in order to obtain 
final approval, must be submitted 
for action to the business conduct 
committees of the Chicago board 
of trade and exchanges at Min- 
neapolis, Kansas City, Duluth and 
other points which ordinarily oper-

ka Public Power & Irrigation dis- 
trict, which, is promoting the tri- 
county power project in an area 
south of the Platte river, has been 
officially approved by State Eng- 
ineer Cochran, thus placing that 
district on the same basis as four 
others recently organized to utilize 
waters of the Platte, North Platte. 
and the Loup rivers. 
None of the water

The 
tn-county enterprise involves some 
of the same territory and water 
rights covered in filings made by the 
Platte Valley power and irrigation 
district The latter contemplates de- 
velopments on both sides of the 
North Platte river near Sutherland 
and North Platte and along the 
Platte itself. 
State Engineer Cochran said it 
will be necessary to hold one or

Lincoln has too many agen- 


cies engaged in public health 
work and there is a need of 
co-ordinating all activities, ac- 
cording to the report made 
Tuesday by^Dr. C. C. Apple- 
white of tho United States 
public health service, who re- 
cently made a survey of con- 
ditions here. 
"Under the 


present arrangement," Dr. 
Applewhite reports, "friction, 
discord and dissension occur, 
meaning waste that can be 
obviated only by placing all 
public health activities under 
one head." 


To remedy conditions Dr. Apple- 
white suggests a complete reorgan- 
ization of the city and -county pub- 
lic health activities. This should be 
done, he says, through the city and 
county pooling their resources and 
perfecting an organization for effic- 
ient ard economic administration of 
a constructive public health pro- 
gram.

People Not Free Now 


To Accept Good. 


More Intelligence Than 


Goodness In West 


Claims Speaker. 


Tha greatest days In Christian 


missions in India will only come un- 
der self-government when the peo- 
ple of India will be free to accept 
the Rood that the west might have 
to offer, declared Dr. E. Stanley 
Jones in the fourth of his addresses 
befora the Epworth assembly at Ep- 
worth park Monday night. 
About 


3,000 attended the meeting. 
"You may wonder whv the east 
cannot accept th« good that the 
west has to offer at the present 
time just as well as under a sysem 
of self-government," said Dr. Jones, 
"but 
anv admission made by the 
Indian 
people concerning some 
weakress that should be cleared up 
will immediately bo used against 
hci arguments for self-government 
by her enemy. The Indian leaders, 
as leaders, refuse to admit that ev- 
erything is not perfect in India, but, 
as people, admit there is much to be 
desired." 
Speakin? upon "The Renaissance 


of India," Dr Jones drew the par- 
allel between what is happening in 
China and India at the present time 
and what happened in Europe in 
the fourteenth century. 
Intellicence Exceeds GoodneM. 
"For years," Dr. Jones said. "In- 
dian life was static. It was ruled 
bv instinct and unprogressiva re- 
ligions. Everything wan just 
the 
same at the end of the thousand 
years as it was at the beginning, 
except that it was a new genera- 
tion filled with the old ideas. Just 
as in Europe, movements begin to 
spring for tr>e betterment of the hu- 
man being. One was the rebirth of 
the mind—the renaissance; and the 
other was the rebirth of the soul— 
the reformation 
For a long time, 
these two progressed at the same 
rate, each one gaining rapidly. How- 
ever, there came a time in the west 
when the renaissance outdistanced 
the reformation. That, to my mind, 
at least, is exactly what is the mat- 
ter with the wesern civilization at 
the present time. We have more 
intelligence than goodness!" 
"In India, these movements Tor 
the rebirth of the mind are taking 
place" he continued. "Ona move- 
met is the revolt of the women for 
their rightful place. Woman In In- 
dia has heretofore been deified or 
She has been degraded. Women are

Airing of Douglas county tax 


quarrels took up much of the time 
at the state board of equalization's 
concluding session on real estate 
assessments M o n d a y afternoon. 
Charges voiced by W. L. Herpont, 
A. W. Gordon, and other Omaha 
citizens that valuations in that city 
had been arbitrarily held up so as 
to give city and county officials 
more tax money to spend brought 
a vigorous denial from County As- 
sessor Sam Greenleaf. 
The discussion waxed personal at 
times, and Greenleaf hotly contra- 
dicted the allegation that he had 
decided and publicly announced in 
advance that the reduction on real 
estate in Douglas would be held to 
10 or 11 per cent. For the state as 
a whole the average reduction made 
by county assessors and boards is 
18 2-3 per cent, including both 
farm lands and urban property. 
That home owners in Omaha 
bad not been reduced in proportion 
to some of the large business build- 
Ings was asserted by Greenleaf's 
critics. Chairman Prank J. Hha of 
the county board joined Greenleaf 
in defending substantial tax cuts 
made on the First National bank 
and other commercial establish- 
ments. 


Gordon and Pierpont declared 
that unless the inequalities were 
corrected a taxpayers' strike would 
follow, with serious consequences to 
all local governmental agencies. A 
number of other citizens backed up 
their statements. 


The state board heard from of- 


ficials and taxpayers' spokesmen 
from a number of other counties 
during the afternoon. Most of them 
supported cuts of 20 to 30 per cent 
made by the assessing authorities 
of their respective counties. In a 
tew instances, however, county of- 
ficers were present objecting to any 
action by the state board which 
would further decrease moderate 
reductions made by the local au- 
thorities, on the ground that it 
would result in a shortage of need- 
ed revenue. 
By sitting until 8:30 p. m. with- 


out taking time out for dinner, the 
state board finished with the coun- 
,y hearings. Next on its calendar 
was the matter of franchise as- 
sessments for utility companies, 
slated for hearing Tuesday fore- 
noon.

When the council first discussed 
compulsory payless vacations several 
weeks ago, it was stated that the 
rule would apply only to those who 
have been in the employ of the 
city a year or more. Now other ex- 
ceptions are to be made and will be 
written into the resolution to be ap- 
proved Monday. 
The council Monday once more 
upsst a proposal by Commissioner 
Harm for changes in the health 
department, by refusal to approve 
a resolution reducing salaries of in- 
spectors and nurses. Mayor Flem- 
ing and Commissioners Bair and 
Obarlies voted in the negative, de- 
claring nothing should be done un- 
til after recommendations in a fed- 
eral health survey here had been 
received. A resolution reducing the 
salary of H. A. Shaben from $3,000 
a year to $2,800, was approved, ef- 
fective June 1, Shaben is assistant 
superintendent of the water and 
light department.

To prevent granting licenses for 
the sale of beer at locations where 
there is strong objection from the 
public, the law provides that hear- 
ings on objections must be held. 
E«ch applicant must advertise that 
he has applied for a license, at 
least three days before the hear- 
ing, 
the date of which is to be 
fixed by the council. The hearings 
will continue as long as necessary 
to dispose of the objections.

"If all employers will act to-

The second provision win be the 


reduction of the holdings of futures 
of any trader to a maximum 
volume, probably from 2,000,000 to 
5,000,000 bushels, the exact figure 
to be determined later after ex- 
changes have surveyed the situa- 
tion. 


Increased Margins. 
The third provision called for in- 
creasing margins of traders. In this 
instance the exact figure was left 
undetermined and probably none 
will be fixed. Rules of the ex- 
changes now require that brokers 
insist 
upon "adequate margins" 


from traders. 
Farm administrators took the po- 
sition that higher margins should 
be employed than have been in 
practice for some time in order to 
prevent a sudden increase in mar- 
tin requirements and a depressing 
effect on prices. 


The fourth "reform" demanded 


by administrators and approved by 
the exchange representatives will 
be the elimination of trading in 
both weekly and daily indemnities.

LINCOIH, HEBE, 
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President Asks United Action For 


Recovery In Addressing Employers 


WASHINGTON. W). The text of, 


President Roosevelt's speech fol- 
lows: 
"After the adjournment of the 


historical special session of the 
congress five weeks ago I purpose- 
ly refrained from addressing you 
tor two very good reasons. 
"First, I think that we all 


wanted the opportunity of a little 
quiet thought to examine and as- 
similate in a mental picture the 
crowding events of the 100 days 
which has been devoted to the 
starting of the wheels of the new 
deal 
"Second!/, I wanted a few weeki 


in which to set up the new admin- 
istrative organization and to see 
the first fruits of our careful plan- 
ning. 
I think it will interest you if I 


set forth the fundamentals of this 
planning 
for national 
recovery, 


and this I am very certain will 
make it abundantly clear to you 
that all of the proposals and all of 
the legislation since the 4th day of 
March have not been Just a col- 
lection of haphazard schemes, but 
rather the orderly component parts 
of a connected and logical whole 


Long before inauguration day I 


became convinced that individual 
effort and even disjointed federal 
effort had failed and of necessity 
would fall, and therefore that a 
rounded leadership by the federal 
government had become a necess- 
ity both of theory and of fact 
Such leadership, however, had its 
beginning 
in 
preserving 
and 


strengthening the credit of the 
United States government, be- 
cause without that no leadership 
was a possibility. For years the 
government had not lived within 
its income. 
The immediate task 


was to bnng our regular expenses 
within our revenues. This has 
been done. 


Keeping Credit Good. 


It may seem inconsistent for a 


government to cut down its regu- 
lar expenses and at the same time 
borrow and to spend billions for an 
emergency. But it is not inconsis- 
tent because a large portion of the 
emergency money has been paid 
out m the form of sound loans 
which will be repaid to the treas- 
ury over a period of years, and to 
cover the rest of the emergency 
money we have imposed taxes to 
pay the interest and the install- 
ments on that part of the di/ot. So 
you will see that we have kept our 
credit good We have built a gran- 
ite foundation in a period of con- 
fusion. That foundation of the fed- 
eral credit stands there broad and 
sure. It is the base of the whole 
recovery plan. 
' 
Then came the part of the prob- 


lem that concerned the credit of 
the individual citizens themselevs 
You and I know of the banking 
cristo and of the great danger to 
the savings of our people. 
On 


March 6 every national bank was 
closed. One month later 90 percent 
of the deposits in ths national 
hanks bad been made available to 
tha depositors. Today only about 6 
percent of the deposits in national 
banks are still tied up. The condi- 
tion relating to state banks, while 
not quite so good on a percentage 
basis, is showing a steady reduc- 
tion is the total of frozen deposits, 
a result much better than we had 
expected three months ago. 
The problem of the credit of the 


individual was made more difficult 
because of another fact The dol- 
lar was a different dollar from the 
one with which the average debt 
bad bean incurred. For this reason 
large numbers of people were ac- 
tually losing possession of and title 
to their farms and homes. All of 
you know the financial steps which 
have been taken to correct this in- 
equality. 
In addition the home 


loan act the farm loan act and 
the bankruptcy act were passed. 
It was a vital necessity to re- 


store purchasing power by reduc- 
ing the debt and interest charges 
upon our people, but while we 
were helping people to save their 
credit it was at the same time ab- 
solutely essential to do something 
about the physical needs of hun- 
dreds of thousands who were in 
dire straits at that very moment 


Municipal and state aid were 
brine stretched to the limit We 
Appropriated half a billion doDan 
to supplement their efforts, and in 
addition, as you know, we have put 
800,000 young men Into practical 
and useful work in our forests and 
to prevent flood and soil erosion. 
The wages they earn are coins; in 
greater part to the support of the 
nearly one million people who con- 
stitute thslr Camillas.

it passed the farm and the indus- 
trial recovery acts. Today we are 
and they will work if people un- 
derstand their plain objectives. 
First, the farm act. It is based 


on the fact that the purchasing 
x>wer of nearly half our popuia- 
Jon depends on adequate prices 
for farm products. We have been 
producing more or some crops- than 
ve consume or can sell in a de- 
pressed world market. The cure 
a not to produce so much. 


Without our help the farmers 


cannot get together and cut pro- 
duction, and the farm bill gives 
them a method of bringing their 
production down to a reasonable 
evel and of obtaining reasonable 
snces for their crops. I have clear- 
y stated that this method is in a 
sense experimental, but so far as 
we have gone we have reason to 
believe that it will produce good 
results. 
It is obvious that If we can 


greatly increase the purchasing 
power of the tens of millions of 
sur people who make a living from 
farming and the distribution of the 
farm crops, we will greatly In- 
crease the consumption of those 
roods which are turned out by in- 
lustry. 


Industry on Sound Lines. 


That brings me to the final step 


—bringing back industry along 
sound lines. Last autumn, on sev- 
eral occasions, I expressed my 
faith that we can make possible by 
democratic self-discipline in indus- 
try general increases in wages and 
shortening of hours sufficient to 
enable industry to pay its own 
workers enough to let those work- 
ers buy and use the things that 
their labor produces. 
This can be done only if we per- 


mit and encourage co-operation in 
industry, because it is obvious that 
without united action a few selfish 
men in each competitive group will 
jay starvation wages and insist on 
iong hours of work. Others in that 
group must either follow suit or 
;lose up shop. We have seen the 
result of action of that kind In the 
continuing descent iato the eco- 
nomic hell of the past four years 


There is a clear way to reverse 


that process: If all employers in 
each competitive group agree to 
pay their workers the same wages 
—reasonable wages—and require 
the same hours—reasonable hours 
—then higher wages and shorter 
hours will hurt no employer. 


However, such action is better 


for the employer than unemploy- 
ment and low wages, because it 
makes more buyers for his pro- 
duct That is the simple idea 
which is the very heart of the 
industrial recovery act 


On the basis of this simple prin- 


ciple of everybody doing things to- 
gether, we are starting out on this 
nation-wide attack of unemploy- 
ment. It will succeed if our people 
understand it—in the big indus- 
tries, in the little shops, in the 
great cities and in the small vil- 
lages. 
There is nothing complicated 


about it and there is nothing par- 
ticularly new in the principle. It 
goes back to the basic idea of so- 
ciety and of the nation itself that 
people acting in a group can ac- 
complish things which no individ- 
ual acting alone could even hope to 
bring about 
Here is an example. In the cot- 


ton textile code and in other agree- 
ments already signed, child labor 
baa been abolished. 
That makes 


me personally happier than any 
other one thins; with which I have 
bean connected stooe I came to 
Washington. 
In the textile industry—an In- 
dustry which came to me spon- 
taneously and with a splendid co- 
operation as soon as the recovery 
act was signed—child labor was 
an old evil. But no employer acting 
alone was able to wipe it out If 
one employer tried it, or if one 
state tried it, the costs of opera- 
tion rose so high that it was im- 
possible to compete with the em- 
ployers or states which had failed 
to act The moment the recovery 
act was passed, this 
monstrous 
thing which neither opinion nor 
law could reach thru yean of ef- 
fort went out m a flash. As a Brit- 
ish editorial put it, we did mon 
under a code ia one day than they 
ia England had been able to do 
under the common law in eighty- 
five yean of effort 
I use this incident, my friends, 


not to boast of what has already 
been done but to point the way to 
you for even greater co-operative 
efforts this summer aad autumn. 


Better Winter Ahead. 


We an not going thru another 


winter like the last I doubt If ever 
any people so bravely and cheer- 
fully endured a season half so bit- 
ter. 
We cannot ask America to 


continue to face such needless 
hardships. It is time for courage- 
ous action, aad tha recovery bill 
gives us the means to conquer un- 
employment with exactly the same 
weapon that we have used to strike 
down child labor. 
The proposition It simply this: 
If an employers will act together 


to shorten noun and raise wages 
we caa put people back to work. 
No employer win suffer, because 
the relative level of competitive 
cost wm advance by the 
amount for an. But If any consid- 
erable group ahould lag or shirk. 
this great opportunitv win pass w 
by aad we win go into another 
desperate winter.

happen.

The 
outstanding defect of the 
programs of both the city and coun- 
ty is that they are administered by 
physicians who devote their time to 
private practice, the report states. 
This is always inefficient and very 
wasteful, the report declares. "The 
health problems of 80,000 
people 
certainly merits the undivided time 
and attenttion of a physician well 
trained in public health work" 
Another 
defect, the report de- 
clares, is the fact that "the bulk 
of the work does not fall strictly 
within the realm of public health 
but are measures for the cure of the 
indigent sick The department could 
Iw more appropriately called a clin- 
ic. The nurses are clinical workers 
rather than health operatives 
A 


saving could be made if one of these 
was replaced by a clerk at a smaller 
salary than now paid the nurse, in 
keeping the records of the clinics " 
Of the health Department super- 
intendent, the report says "too 
much of his time and attention is 
being given to detail work and not 
enough to planning and supervising 
a public health program " 
After discussig clinics that are 
conducted gratis by Lincoln doctors. 
Dr Applewhite says 
'One of the 
orthopedists of city holds an arthrit- 
ic clinic weekly The chief of the 
clinic was out of the city and defin- 
ite information could not be had 
from his co-workers relative to the 
type of vaccine used It seems to be 
a somewhat questionable procedure 
for a health department to foster 
and promote measures the efficiency 
of which have not been thoroughly 
established Only by a policy of em- 
bracing those measures which have 
been definitely proved effective can 
public confidence in a health de- 
partment be established and main- 
tained.''Need Trained Employes.

In 
this connection it is brought out 
that the quarantine officer is a lay- 
man, and "It would seem more log- 
ical to have the epidemologist or 
some other sufficiently trained man 
do the work." 
The time of the chief dairy in- 
spector could better be utilized in 
educating the dairymen in methods 
of producing clean, wholesome milk. 
It also would-be better practice to 
separate the milk examinations ana 
dairy inspections service And a full- 
time laboratory technician should 
be employed to do all laboratory 
work for the department" This it 
was pointed out would sa^e the ex- 
pense of making tests of the 
city 
water, the cost of which is now paid 
to a university professor 
More effective control of tubercu- 
losis is called most urgent" At pres- 
ent it Is retarded as "wholly Inade- 
quate." 
The percentage of pre-school and 
school children protected against 
diphtheria typhoid fever and small 
pox "Is pitifully small" in the city, 
and "much smaller," in the rural 
districts "In this day of enlighten- 
ment these diseases can and should 
be eliminated from the social order " 
If this were done, it was pointed 
out, there would be less demand for 
use of the citys isolation hospital, 
and a corresponding decrease In the 
expense of operating it. 
infant Mortality Ixnr. 
Infant mortality is considerably 


below the average for the regis- 
tration area. The report comments 
on efforts being made by the 
Junior league. The natural deatn 
rate, however, is much larger than 
it ahould be, but can be reduced 
by better pre-natal and obstetrical 
care. 
Dr Applewhite said that 
dairy 
sanitation remains one of the most 
serious problems of public health 
department. 
He urges tnat a 
greater portion of the departments 
budget be allocated to that work. 
While securing compliance wltn 
the 
new milk ordinance an 
As- 
sistant dairy inspector should 
t» 


employed, he thinks. 
"Analysis of ga» and rat exterm- 
ination is an economic rather 
than a health problem," the

port states. As a result the 
ex- 
pense of maintaining these activi- 
ties ahould not be charged to tne 
health department." 
Clinical Work Praised. 
The clinical services of the de- 
partment are of high quality and 
economically administered. The re- 
port points out it has grown to a 
great extent during the depression, 
and asks after the depression has 
passed, "what then? Having 
re- 
ceived efficient treatment at the 
clinics will the patients return to 
their family physicians, or influ- 
ence the authorities to maintain 
the clinics while they utilize funds 
ordinarily used to pay for medlcmi 
attention, for other purposes?" 
It is recommended that as soon 
as possible attention be given to 
development of a "broad public 
health program •wherein consider- 
ation will be given to providing 
adequate 
medical care for 
the 
poor." But the department stall 
should cot be required to "actually 
render medical and surgical treat- 
ment.

SALVAGING LUSITANIA TKEASUEE.

N ECHO of the Lusitanla sinking comes in an- 


nouncement from Chicago that Charles Court- 


ney, president of the American Association of Mas- 
ter Locksmiths, shortly will complete the plan for 
salvaging the gold which was lost when the liner 
was torpedoed. 


It also unearths a war secret. At the time the 


Lusitania sank, the ship's manifest listed no gold in 
the cargo. In recent years, it has 
been estimated 


that between 5 and 10 million dollars was being 
transported. 
The work of salvaging gold lost on 


ships sunk during the war has been successful to a 
remarkable degree. Two years ago, Mr. Courtney di- 
rected the salvaging of precious metal aboard the 
sunken liner Egypt. The plan to re-enter the Lusi- 
tania's hulk, resting on the ocean bottom off the 
Irish coast, is more pretentious, because the sinking 
took place in a region troubled with bad storms, and 
the waters are deeper there. It is believed, however, 
that the plan involved will meet these obstacles.

A SHOT AROUND THE WORLD 
T 


HE appeal made by President Franklin D. Roose- 


velt Monday night in an address directed to the 


American people, but more especially to business 
men In the nation, literally is a shot to be heard 
throughout the world. 


It is unprecedented in American history, where 


departures from fixed customs and traditions have 
been frequent, and as a result, do not produce the 
shock and the uneasiness found in countries, where 
life is lived more in accordance with a pattern. But j 
who could foresee a few years ago that the troubled 
and overburdened occupant of the White House 
would be appealing with every ounce of a stout, a 
gallant, and a very humanly sympathetic heart to 
his countrymen-to the employers—to place unem- 
ployed men back to work that they might support 
their wives and their children, and to raise wages 
that the depleted purchasing power of a 
nation 


might be restored! 


Since assuming the responsibilities of the presi- 


dency, Mr. Roosevelt has injected many bold and 
startling notes in the thoughts of the 
American 


people—all with a single aim of social progress—but 
none takes rank with the plea to enlist a solid, unit- 
ed support for his recovery program. It upsets all 
pre-conceived notions of business and it contradicts 
the practical application of methods which have 
been in vogue virtually since the start of business in 
the United States. For the most part, industry and 
business have been giving lip service to the ideals 
so vigorously voiced by the president. There are ex- 
ceptions to that statement. It should be said that 
in this country the employer has been more thought- 
ful, more sympathetic, more considerate, more gen- 
uinely humanitarian in his outlook and his attitude 
toward those working for him than in most nations 
of the world. That is true until a certain point, but 
when earnings or dividends have been jeopardized 
seriously, industry and business in the vast majority 
of cases applied the remedy of wage cutting and of 
other economies without compunction. The old rule 
was wages were the first to fall and the last to ad- 
vance when improvement set in, and business came 
to accept that axiom as something sacred and holy, 
proved beyond question by sound conceptions of 
economics and by long experience. 
•

'OW, Mr. Roosevelt, is asking business" to discard 


its old ideas, and the methods which have been 


formulated in accordance with those principles, and 
to accept a new view of American life. It is new 
only as to method. For years, we have been saying 
that national welfare and prosperity rested 
upon 


the "foundation of high purchasing power. Always 
heretofore, since 1900, the wealth of the people has 
been increasing, stimulating consumption, adding to 
purchasing power, providing markets for the prod- 
ucts of the farms and the factories.

The prob- 
lem of unemployment was simple then, and the ques- 
tion of increased purchasing power did not exist. We 
created Jobs out of desolate wastes, and wealth came 
mysteriously but in huge quantities from settlement. 


The America to which Mr. Roosevelt appealed is 


as different from the old one as his plea may be 
described as new and revolutionary. It is important 
for the American business man to weigh the changes 
that hav« taken 
place most carefully before he 


cloMS hia eyes* and pronounces critical judgment. 
What would he offer as a substitute? It is not pos- 
sible that he would suggest the nation can continue 
to draf along indefinitely with minions of people 
jobless. Businesi Itself cannot survive the slow but 
steady drain which has taken place over the last 
three years, with low price levels, without frightful 
fatalities. High price levels cannot be 
sustained 


without a restoration 01 mass purchasing power and 
advancing wage levels. Prices can be advanced, but 
the only effect, unless the other steps take place, 
will be to curtail buying even more rigidly and to add 
to the distress and the suffering.

JL attractive capital of Venezuela, would have been 
the observer of a celebration which for color and en- 
thusiasm probably equalled anything of the kind 
that ever took place. The country which he liber- 
ated from the yoke of Spain and brought into being 
as a sovereign state was paying homage to the mem- 
ory of Simon Bolivar on the hundred and fiftieth 
anniversary of his birth. 


Bolivar stands in the same relation to the people 


of northern and western South America that George 
Washington does to those of the United States, and 
it is significant that a statue of Washington stands 
on the principal boulevard of Caracas, while one of 
Bolivar is to be found in Central park, New York 
City. 


While the man who is known as the Washington 


of South America was only 42 years old when he 
died, he had devoted fully half of those years to the 
cause of freedom, accomplishing more for that cause 
than was ever accomplished by any one man with 


exception of Washington. He was the 


head and virtual dictator of no less than five coun- 
tries whose independence he had won, but while he 
was idolized during the greater part of his career, 
his life was nevertheless full of disappointments and 
tragedy, and he was, because of jealousy and politi- 
cal conspiracies, compelled on different occasions to 
flee from his native Venezuela. 


As a matter of fact his last years, during which he 


was suffering from pulmonary tuberculosis, which 
finally caused his death, were spent in virtual dis- 
grace, ostracism and poverty, and the only one pres- 
ent in the humble cottage in which he expired, with 
the exception of a couple of servants, was the wom- 
an who had shared his glories and his reversals for 
so many years. 


Now in Caracas, where Bolivar was born, in the 


magnificent pantheon, there may be seen a superb 
mausoleum with three crypts. In the center one re- 
poses the body of Bolivar, while on one side are the 
remains of General Sucre, his chief lieutenant, and 
one time president of Bolivia. The other was re- 
served for the bones of Miranda, but they were nev- 
er found after his body was cast into the water fol- 
lowing his death in a 
Spanish 
prison. Perhaps 


eventually the reserved space will be occupied by thr 
body of President Gomez, who has preserved what 
Bolivar created.

ANSWER. 


What else have we to believe in? 
Svery other form of government has 
jeen tried. Some endured for cen- 
turies, others had a shorter life, but 
all have been discarded at one time 
or another. Our American democ- 
racy has two distinguishing fea- 
tures: First, it began comparatively 
recently with the advantageous 
knowledge of previous experiments, 
and second it was the first attempt 
!o apply the doctrines of popular 
sovereignty by representative gov- 
ernment over a continental area. 
When Lincoln made his Gettysburg 


address the preservation of this type 
of democracy furnished his apology 
for the sacrifices of the Civil war. 
I know that as an institution it is 
no longer as unchallengeable as it 
was. European states have deserted 
it for dictatorships. Fascism has 
abolished it in Italy, bolshevism has 
•outed It in Russia, and many in- 
diligent Britons and Americans are 
deeply disturbed about the outwork- 
ngs of popular rule in their coun- 
tries. 
Unscrupulous financial and jour- 
nalistic" agenfeles have diverted its 


energies to wrong causes. Doctor- 
ing the news can take place even in 
lands that would not tolerate cen- 
sorship. Prejudice and passion may 
be disguised in various ways. 
Ig- 
norance is flattered for the sake 
of securing votes. 
What cltiKns 
ought to near Is frequently sup- 
planted by that which tickles the 
vanity of the unwary. Majority 
votes are as often wrong as right, 
and minority groups feel helpless in 
the presence of more numerical 
strength. 


Some thinkers urge that the world 
is not yet prepared to bear the re- 
sponsibilities of self control, and 
they adduce in proof the bewilder- 
ment of some of its leading peoples. 
Yet when all objections have been 
weighed I affirm the faith of our 
citizens in their republic. They do 
not question its scope or capacity so 
much as they desire its more com- 
petent representation in politics. 
And this they cannot have until 
they rise to a higher level of po- 
litical diligence themselves. By no 
evidence perceptible to me are 
Americans disposedjfco try any other 
form of government than the one 
they possess. *

Since capitalism lacks leadership 


and technocracy is out of the game, 
shall we have to take on commun- 
ism? 


ANSWER. 
Judging from the latest presiden- 
tial election returns, the citizens of 
this republic have no such inten- 
tion. The system we inherit is a 
complicated one and the evils in- 
jected into it by human greed and 
selfishness are plainly visible. They 
excite 
righteous 
Indignation 
in 
countless men and women who have 
been injured by them. But, no mat- 
ter what capitalism has done or 
failed to do, it is infinitely superior 
to any form of communism extant. 
Republican principles are at the 


farthest remove from those of the 
Russian soviet. They guarantee the 
individual his personal rights so 
long as those do not conflict with 
the higher rights of the community. 
They prevent him from becoming a 
mere helot of the state, and enable 
him to fulfill his duty in regard to 
its political control and to the re- 
ligion he prefers. 
Perhaps you have noticed that, 
under pressure of necessity, Russia 
has reluctantly reintroduced the 
capitalistic system to a measurable 
degree thus demonstrating 
that 
theoretical communism is not prac- 
tical in our age. If it "cannot flour- 
ish in a country so habituated to 
servile obedience as Russia, how can 
it be made to flourish in a country 
so habituated to servile obedience as 
Russia, how can it be made to flour- 
ish in a nation of freemen? 
I have not mentioned its hostility 
to religion, nor Its avowed antagon- 
ism to all concepts of government 
differing from its own. Quite apart 
from these, I do not believe that 
English-speaking peoples anywhere 
on earth will surrender their hard- 
won liberties to an arrogant organi- 
zation, existing by force, which 
makes the person of every living be- 
ing In it the absolute property of 
whatever group chances to com- 
mand that force. If Americans 
choose to do so they can reform- 
abuses, abolish evils, expel unworthy 
representatives and make their de- 
mocracy function more beneficially. 
But these salutary measures de- 
pend on the national character.

The general indications for diet 
in these cases are, first, to irritate 
the colon as little as posible; sec- 
ond, to keep the general nutrition 
of the patient at par; and, third, 
to provide adequate elimination. No 
one single diet can 'be prescribed 
for all such cases. Some patients 
have to have an absolutely smooth, 
non-Irritating diet. 
The essential 


feature of this is that coarse foods 
with fiber, seeds, skin and- gristle 
should not be allowed, nor should 
salads, tomatoes, pineapple, cucum- 
bers, raw fruit or too much sugar. 
Frequently, however, one 
meets 


the patient who, on this smooth, 
non-irritating diet, does not obtain 
enough elimination, and fruits and 
salads have to be added. Drugs 
should play little part in the treat- 
ment of the disease, and purga- 
tives an/i laxatives absolutely with- 
held. 
In Che treatment of ulcerative co- 
litis, dletic regulations play an im- 
portant part. There have been some 
modifications of our views within 
the last few years. Whereas, for- 
merlv we gave an absolutely nco- 
residue diet, of late years it has 
been found that a high vitamin 
content of the diet is valuable. 
Therefore, tomato juice and cod 
liver olL oranges, orange juice and 
lemonade are sometime* added. 
The use of acidoohilus milk is 
also beneficial in both these types 
of colitis. Careful studies have been 
made upon the number of bacteria 
in the intestines before and after 
using acidophUus milk. The milk, if 
proneriy given and sufficiently po- 
tent, win usually change the putre- 
factive organisms into a more bene- 
ficial acetaric form. It also reduces 
fermentation and gas. 
In the atonic type of colonJc dis- 
ease—ordinary atonic constipation 
—which is usually symptomless and 
produces few. if any. changes in 
nutrition, the type of diet should 
be entireJv reversed. A diet consist- 
ing of an incre'sins sTncranl of 
roughage in 1he form of fmlt, bran, 
green vepetablcs. and roir«1litnes ar- 
companlca bv mineral oil. is indi- 
cated.

Crab Orchard, Neb., July 24. 


To the editor of The Lincoln 
Star: This country is on a do- 
mestic basis in so far as wheat Is 
concerned and dollar wheat on 
the farm anywhere in the wheat 
belt is not top high, when that 
figure really will do more to bring 
about normal prosperous conditions 
than any one other thing. Hun- 
dreds of thousands of email In- 
vestors throughout the grain belt 
and elsewhere knowing this and 
knowing that the aim of the ad- 
ministration and all right thinking 
citizens was to try bring about 
normal conditions, began to buy 
wheat some two or three months 
ago while the Chicago price was 
around 50 cents per bushel. With 
this new force coming into the 
market prices began to advance, 
the advance being 
fought every 
step of the way by the profession- 
al speculator. 


On this advance the professional 


speculator has made no money, 
being by nature a bear who con- 
tinually works for 
lower 
prices. 


During this advance from time to 
time the professional operator has 
sold wheat short, but on each oc- 
casion was put to rout by the 
amateur speculator. As the price 
neared the dollar mark 
on the 
farm, the professional realized that 
his time had come to even up the 
score. 
Ideals or patriotism or a 
square deal for agriculture Just 
does not exist for the professional 
speculator, thus the greatest de- 
bacle in grain prices in modern 
times, counting hours of time. 
The four hundred fifty million 


of new wheat and the three hun- 
dred fifty million old wheat Just 
make a safe 
amount for home 


needs and safe 
margin of re- 


serve*. h?nce a domestic basis and 
less than one dollar per bushel on 
the farm does not make for nor- 
mal times. The aim of every right 
minded citizen to this end it be- 
comes a legislative duty to out- 
law short selling. 
Selling some- 


thing you do not own either by 
purchase or production is incon- 
sistent and makes for instability 
and should be outlawed. After a 
stable dollar, the next objective 
should be stable prices for com- 
moditiea bated on the cost of pro- 
duction, to this end short celling 
must be curbed.

NEW YORK, July 25 — (INS) — "Ellsworth Vines, 


physically and nervously ill because of his boyish serious- 
ness ..."

ernoon when a frail, highly-strung young American pitchet 
forward on his face and lay still, to end the inter-zone Davis 
cup final with England. The collapse, it seems, was inevit- 
able. He'd already given more than he had. 


There Ought To Be A Law. 


That 
much, notably the 
par' 


about the "boyish seriousness," may 
be hearsay. Put this much is clear 
There ought to be a law. 
Nothing can justify the system oi 
lawn tennis in America for what it 
is doing to impressionable, some- 
times unstable young men who aie 
unlortunate enough to have the ab- 
ility to attract its attention. 
This is no more true of what il 


did to Vines on Sunday, than what 
it is doing and will do to hundreds 
of others from middle-class homes 
who suddenly find themselvesi lead- 
ing a life of ease and refinement at 
exclusive clubs and never fully re- 
cover. 
Somewhere about the age of 30, 
they are given every chance to re- 
cover, tennis no longer being inter- 
ested m them, either as competitors 
or human beings. And by that time 
neither i> life 
Bat Ixrtt Didn't Mean It. 
These, roughly speaking, are the 
"tennis bums" about whom George 
Lott once spoke so feelingly in an- 
nouncing that henceforth he was 
through. But George, it seems/ was 
only deluding himself. He wasn't 
through then and he isn't. Like 
a great many others, he's apparently 
waiting for tennis to make his de- 
cision for him, which it will very 
abruptly do in a few years. 


As for Vines, the worst that can 
be said b that the game made a 
man of him bcicr? 5iz t^ne—it may 
even have made an old man of him 
now. 
When he collapsed the other 
day at Roland Garros stadium, not 
a few people felt that he might 
never be the same again. This pos- 
sibility would he humorous if It 
wasn't a little tragic. The man isn't 
quite 22. 
They say he meant to turn pro- 
fessional in a few months if he kept 
his world's championship intact at 
Wimbledon and in the Davis cup 
matches and something of this sort 
may have preyed on his mind. But I 
doubt if this was comparable to the 
strain he felt in connection with the 
knowledge that a nation of the 
Americans were looking to him to 
bring -_:-k the Davis cup, strictly as 
an individual. 


High Emotional Pitch. 


Hardly more than a boy. he must 
have been 
keyed up to a highly 
emotional pitch, for by the 
very 
nature of things, tennis is an emo- 
tional game. This naturally works 
both ways 
against any invading 
competitor at Aut^-ul, with its viol- 
ent atmosphere and unfamiliar sur- 
face. That is, an emotional man 
cannot play his best tennis at Aut- 
euil; whereas, a stolid man cannot 
play really good tennis anywhere. 
Vines himself attributes his col- 
lapse to the fact that he sat out in 
the sun too long watching the other 
match, which is about what a boy 
would do. But it is typical of tennis 
and its air of manipulating puppets 
that it was grown men in charge of 
the team who let him do it

Mark as World's Big 


Money Winner.

NEW YORK, July 25—With the 
Wilson Mile on the opening day of 
Saratoga, Aug. 3, his next objective, 
C. V. Whitney's Equipoise today was 
at the upstatetrack preparing for a 
campaign that is expected to carry 
him near if not to the top of the 
turf's money winners. 


Although heavily engaged at the 
Spa and the Chicago tracks, the 
five-year old son of Pennant and 
Swinging, holder of the world's rec- 
ord of 1:34 2-5 for one mile, faces 
no easy task in earning the nearly 
$82,000 he needs to pass Sun Beau's 
mark of $376,744 Equipoise, fifth on 
the world's list and fourth on the 
American, has won $294,820. 
Except for the $25,000 Hawthorne 
Gold Cup, a weight for age event 
which will be run either Aug. 16 or 
19, the diminutive Whitney speed- 
ster's engagements are all in small 
stakes, most of them $3,500 or less. 
Eligible For Eight Races. 
Although eligible for eight races 
at the Spa, Equipoise probably will 
not start in more than two or three. 
T. J. Healey, his trainer, has out- 
lined a program that definitely in- 
cludes only the Wilson. 
"Equipoise will start on the open- 
ing day at Saratoga," Healey told 
the Associated Press today. "Out- 
side of that I am undecided as to 
the remainder of his program." 
If all goes well, however. Equipoise 
is expected to be shipped back to 
Chicago for the Hawthorne Gold 
Cup, 
returning to the Spa for the 
fifty-third running of the Saratoga 
Cup, 
a $3,000 added event which 
should be at his mercy, as he will 
carry only 126 pounds—a light bur- 
den in comparison with the 135 he 
packed in the Arlington Handicap 
last Saturday.

The probability is that some time 
in the future the bank will buy 
back the KFC stock, though there 
is no requirement that it do so. 
Further, there is nothing to prevent 
the RFC from disposing of the 
stock to private investors. 
The bank's c.vorced affiliate, the 


Omaha National company, will be- 
come the Nebraska Bond and Mort- 
gage corporation. Charles S. Mead 
is president. 
"The corporation's Investment Is 
not a loan," said Pres.

Just south of 'U1 hall are soon to 
be but a memory.

othre relics of yesterday's America, 
other kiosks have become obsolete 
and unnecessary in the march of 
progress. Lincoln's weather bureau, 
along with all other cities where 
the kiosks are still in service, has 
been 
directed by the 
weather 


bureau at Washington, D. C., to re- 
move the structures. 
"Their function as a means of 
disseminating weather information 
has been supplanted by the press," 
T. A. Blair, chief of the 
local 
bureau explained. "Their readings 
have been known to be spurious 
and misleading and have never 
been regarded as sufficiently accur- 
ate to be used for official records." 


Bidders on the kiosks Monday 


asked pay of from $10 to $50 to 
take them away and repair the 
sidewalks. The kiosks are of cast 
iron an<i glass and the one 
at
